will permit me 
now to break that silence. 
“Commonwealth 
Attorney 
Robert 
B. Franklin knows that I have fully 
testified in the Powers case by depo­ 
sitions. 
This testimony is a part of 
the record of the case and is accessi­ 
ble at all times. 
He knows, too, that 
he had a right to cross-examine me at 
the time I gave it and did not do so. 
He knows that neither 
he nor any 
other officer or combination of officers 
in Kentucky has the legal power to 
grant such immunity and that were I 
to return under such promise of im­ 
munity I would at once be arrested, 
denied bail and like Mr. Powers be 
subjected to nothing less than a mock 
trial 
by a partisan 
court, 
before a 
packed partisan jury and with a $160,- 
000 corruption fund as a powerful in­ 
centive 
to conviction.

clear that Mr. Franklin or any other 
officer has no power to promise im­ 
munity.

COURT IMPOSES FINE. 


Omaha Railroad Assessed $20,000 for 
Granting Rebates. 
Minneapolis, Aug. 24.—A 
fine 
of 
$20,000 was imposed on the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Rail­ 
way company and its former general 
freight agent and present freight traf­ 
fic manager, Hiram M 
Pearce, was 
ordered to pay a $2,000 fine by Judge 
Page Morris in the United States dis­ 
trict court in this city. 
The Omaha road, conjointly with its 
formor general freight agent, was con­ 
victed In the sam e court April l l of 
granting rebates to the Spencer Grain 
company of Minneapolis on an indict­ 
ment containing fifty counts. 
In imposing sentence Judge Morris 
explained that while It was clear to J 
him that he would be within his right 
to impose a separate fine for each 
offense proven, ho could not bring I 
himself to believe that each carload 
of grain on which a rebate was a1- ■ 
lowed constituted a separate offense 
Each shipment, the court reasoned, 
whether made up of one or many car­ 
loads, with the subsequent payment of 
the rebate, could be treated as a sep­ 
arate offense. 
It was true, the court continued, 
tho shipping tarifls referred to carload 
shipments and rebates were made on 
a carload basis, but shipping charges 
and rebates w ere paid on the number 
of bushels handled and it would be 
unjust to assum e there were as many 
offenses as bushels.

in custody, aw aiting th e outcom e of 
the co ro n e r’s inquest. 
A ccording to Godette, whose state­ 
m en t Is verified 
by his wife, he and 
W illiam s quarrelled as th e result of 
bad feeling which existed between the 
two over a contract 
which Godette 
had with W illiam s to cut and log the 
timber

latter’s claim, 
and 
w hich had been a bone of contention
